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1) Claims 20 to 73 are pending in ttie instant application. Claims 1 to 19 
have been canceled and claims 20 to 73 have been added as requested by Applicant in 
the correspondence filed 1 9 September of 2003. 

2) The numbering of claims is not In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .126 which 
requires the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the 
prosecution. When claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. 
When new claims are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with 
the number next following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether 
entered or not). 

Misnumbered claims 34 to 87 have been renumbered 20 to 87, respectively. It is 
suggested that Applicant provide a new listing of the claims reflecting the correct daim 
numbering, including dependency, and omitting the text ""Support at page 12, lines 17- 
26" from claim 41 .

The polypeptide of Invention I, the nucleic acid of invention II, the probe or primer 
employed in the processes of invention III, and the antibody of invention IV are four 
different chemical compounds each of which can be made and used without the others. 
Because these four different compounds lack a common utility that is based upon a 
common structural feature or combination of features that distinguish them as a group 
from the prior art, a search of any two or more of these compounds in a single 
application constitutes and undue burden. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
